Whereas, The offices of Governor, President of the Senate, and 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, have become vacant : ` 
And whereas, The Constitution provides that in such case the per- 

son acting as Secretary of State for the time being, shall, by Procla- 
mation, convene the Senate, that a President may be chosen to exer- 
cise the office of Governor : . " . 
Now, therefore, I, Jo. Betz, Secretary of State, of the State of > 
Mississippi, exercising the poweys in me vested by the Constitution,  ‘

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do hereby convene the Senate, and do appoint Monday, the 24th day 
of November, 1851, for the meeting thercof, at the Capitol, in the 
City of Jackson, the Seat of Government of this State. .

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At 11 o'clock, a. m., the Senate assembled in their Chamber, 

and on motion of Mr. Pettus, the Hon. James Whitfield, of Lowndes, 
was called to the Chair. ; 

On motion of Mr. Pettus, Mr. James McDonald, of Hinds, was 
appointed Secretary. pro ter. 

On motion of Mr. Catching, the roll was called, whereupon, it 
appeared that there were present, the following Senators, to-wit:
